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Time Limit Asked at Geneva 
to Suppress Opium Smoking 


Fifteen Years Mentioned by British Delegate,

GENEVA, Jan. 19 (4P)--The reopen. 
ing of the international opium con- 
ference under League of Nation aus- 
pices was preceded today by a private 
conference between Representative 
Stephen CG. Porter, of Pennsylvania,

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, the Brit- 
ish delegate, on the question of fixing 
the time limit for suppression oj 
legalized opium smoking in the Far 
East. 

Lord Cecil mentioned Great 
tain’s readiness to fix this limit at 15 
years, provided the period became 
operative after opium smuggling from 
China had been effectively controlled. 

The American representative did 
not appear to receive the British plan 
favorably, making a counter-proposal 
for a 10-year limit, beginning now. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
Mr. Porter told Lord Cecil that the 
best procedure seemed to be toathrow 
the problem into the plenary session 
of the conference.

NOR the second time, the French 
Ambassador, M. Herbette, has 
been instrueted to make a protest 
to the Soviet Government.

“Treaty Not Violated”

sailles. In taking part in this con 
ference there was no violation o/7 
the reservation attached by the Sen- 
ate to the Treaty of Berlin. 

“The agreement reached at Paris 
was simply for the allocation of the 
payments made under the Dawes 
plan. It does not provide for sanc 
tions or deal with any questions thai 
might arise if the contemplated pas 
ments should not be made. With re 
spect anv such contingency, the 
agreement at Paris puts the Unite 
States under no obligation legally o 
morally, and the United States wil 
te as free as it ever was to take an: 
course of action it may think ad 
visable. 

“The agreement at Paris neither 
surrenders nor modifies any treat\ 
right of the United States.” 

The statement is in effect the an- 
swer of the President to those who 
would attempt to force an issue on 
the foreign policy of the Adminis 
tration. The irreconciiables have 
dwindled in number, and it is no!

Whether opium eating should 
or should not be suppressed is a 
social question concerning India 
alone. Indian export of opium, 
though relevant to the problem as 
a whole is not relevant to the par- 
ticular difficulties which bring the 
United States in. 

This needs explaining very clearly 
at Geneva, and very widely in Amer- 
ica itself, where at the same time 
nothing should be left undone to 
show that the springs of American 
action command both understanding 
and sympathy. To any course which 
would really assist in the removal of 
the plague we should be most chary 
of refusing countenance.

“As the practice of collective bar- 
gaining extends, bitterness and dis- 
pute lessen, or are eliminated. In 
fact we have many organizations 
that have been negotiating with 
their employers over a period of 
jyears without a strike or 
The growing tendency of the en- 
ployer to recognize the right of his 
employee to organize and to treat 
with him through duly-elected rep- 
resentatives is in itseif fast doing 
away with trouble in industry, and is, 
| believe, the means to harnrony be- 
tween emplover and employee.” 

Mr. Green commended the present 
immigration laws a6 a boon to the 
prosperity of American labor, believ- 
‘Ing that if the bars were let down 
the influx would seriously distur 
the balance of supply and demand 
for labor. He said that he was coum- 
mitted to the federal child labor 
amendment, and that in the main he 
intended to follow the policies up 
held by his predecessor. 

In his address the federation pres 
ident paid a glowing tribute to Mr. 
(;ompers. He reviewed Mr. Gompers’ 
eareer and pledged anew his deter 
mination to seek to follow tin 
steps.

Vermont Bill Would Pro- 
vide for Establishment of 
a Motor Vehicle Bureau 


—_-_~—_ 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Jan. 14 (Spe- 
cial)—A bill introduced into the 
Vermont Legislature and known as 
the “Motor Vehicle Act,’* though 
substantially a codification of exist- 
ing automobile laws, embodies some 
changes which experience makes 
the automobile department authori- 
ties believe are just and necessary. 

This bill creates a motor vehicle 
bureau within the department of the 
Secretary of State and provides that 
the Secretary shall be the head ot 
the bureau, with a deputy to be 
known as the deputy commissioner 
of motor vehicles. 

The method of registering motor 
vehicles and fees on pleasure ve- 
hicles are unchanged. The fees on 
trucks and motor busses are in- 
creased. Under the present law, 
busses can be registered only 4s 
trucks, which permits an _ 8000- 
pound bus with a passenger Ccatry- 


ing capacity equivalent to two tons | 


or more to travel on roads, rain or 
shine, for. $40. The new bill pro- 
poses the registration of trucks and 
busses on a weight basis of 7o cents 
a hundred weig!~ up to 7000 pounds, 
85 cents per hundred weight over 
7000 for trucks and $1.25 per hun- 
dred on weight plus $3 per passen- 
ger on busses. 

The “law of the road’ is unh- 
chanced except for the addition o! 
regulations of the conduct of drivers 
at railroad grade crossings, the park- 
ing of cars on curves and the use 
of hand signals to denote stopping 
and change of direction. The re- 
quirement as to equipment of motor 
vehicles and lights thereon = are 
changed with a view to making op- 
eration safer. The Secretary of State 
is given authority to approve head 
lighting devices and lenses on the 
same footing with all surrounding 
states. 

Penalty provisions are 
signed to stop traffic in stolen cars, 
and it is proposed that the only

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Greenland Beneath the Summer Sun Where the Blankets

During the past fortnight, East 
Greenland’s little capital, Tacsiusak, 
has been one grand fountainhead, 
with the water welling forth under 
the rocks and the cement foundations 
of the houses and the immense piles 
of snow that throughout the winter 
have attained the height of the chim- 
ney stacks. Wherever one looked the 
eye met babbling brooks and minia- 
ture rivers. It required at least half 
a hundred leaps to get from one end 
of the colony to the other and still 
we were but at the end of May. With 
each day and with each hour the 
power of the sun increased. ... The 
ice, more stubborn than. -its fleecy 
sister, has to go the same way. It 
has held the royal scepter during all 
these winter months, but who can 
stand up before the Greenland sum- 
mer sun?

To- 
gether with the flag-like snow drifts 
on the mountain sides and the many 
small glaciers that tumble” down 
toward the fjord over the moss and 
heather grown rocks it all partakes 
of that woodcut beauty whith is so 
characteristic of the East Greenland 
landscape. 

Up here in East Greenland among 
the free Angmagsalik hunters and 
fishers it is a little herring-like sal- 
mon, the Angmassaet, which sym- 
bolizes summer. Besides being a 
most essential winter provision the 
Angmassaets are also the harbingers 
of the most enjovable weeks in East 
Greenland, with the June and Juls 
sun furnishing comparative warmth 
and comfort. 

It is during the month of June that 
the little fish seek the Angmagsalik 
fjord to play. Millions upon millions 
enter the fjord and the marshaled 
‘columns run so deep that some of the 
upper layers are pressed above the 
surface of the water. Woman 
boat upon woman boat sails up 
through the long fjord. They come 
‘from Sermilik, from Cape Dan, from 
ithe deep Sermiligak, so rich in its 
legendary tradition. The little narrow 
‘dirt huts are now only a memory. 
The three next summer months, with 
all the light that portends enjoyable 


existence, are the great promise ful-| 


hlled. With the roof of the hut re- 
moved all that the owner possesses, 
tent, dogs, wife, children are packed 
away in the woman boat, together 
with the household articles. The 
Greenlander himself follows after in 
his kayak. 

The Angmagsalik fjord has its un- 
crowned king in Carl Andreasen, who 
arrived in state one fine day and put 
up his tent a considerable distance 
from his fellow Greenlanders. An- 
dreasen is a pioneer in the sense that 

he was among the first to embrace 
Christianity and he himself preaches 
in Kormiut. He was ordained by 
Pastor Ruettel and educated for the 
ministry in Gothaab. He is very pop- 
ular among his countrymen, espe- 


cially because he has brought it fur- | 
ther than anv of them_in the matter | 


of tishing with modern equipment. 
Within the fjord, close to the in- 


land ice, the vegetation is much more | 


luxuriant than on the coast. Every- 
thing is covered with well-developed 
grasses, moss and heather. And the 
berry bushes reach a height above 
the knees.

HE retrospective exhibition of 

British paintings at the Grand 

Central Galleries, a group of 
Some fourscoré canvases sent to 
the United States under the auspices 
of the English-Speaking Union, is 
largely dependent for a place of any 
particular importance on its attend- 
ant circumstances. Distinguished 
names have headed the preliminaries 
of this interesting bit. of international 
amity, and distinguished people have 
had a hand in getting it together, 
under way, and launched in New 
York. No less a personage than Sir 
Esmé Howard, the British Ambas- 
sador, lent his presence to the open- 
ing ceremonies. The fact remains, 
however, that the promise of being 
a retrospective affair of consequence 
is only partially borne out, 

There are a number of eighteenth 
century canvases here, many of 
which figured in the Wembly ex- 
position last summer, but with the 
exception of a handsome Lawrence

, passing from the arena 
a year ago it was natural to suppose that his 
closest colleague, Leon Trotzky, would be his 
successor. No other revolutionary leader pos- 
sessed the same prestige throughout the wor!ld. 
As Russian Minister of War he had in his hand, 
moreover, the instrument best adapted toward 
affirming such a position, and in a degree re- 
markable for any civilian administrator, he 
held the respect and lovalty of the Russian 
army. 
_. And yet he’ was not only slighted in the 
choice for a successor to Lenine; he was not 
even included in the inner committee which 
attempted to continue Lenine’s authority. Con- 
cerning the relations between Trotzky and the 
mémbers of this committee during the past 
vear, there have been many versions and many 
differing interpretations. There have been re- 
ports of broken relations, of Trotzky’s exile to 
the Caucasus, of armed rebellion, of plots for 
dictatorships, of violent personal encounters, 
ete., etc. Some of these have been wholly fan- 
fastic; others have been based on some slight 
circumstance. 

But one thing stands out clearly enough to 

he discernible from a distance, and that is the 
-2rowing sentiment of opposition between Leon 
Trotzky on the one hand and the triumvirate 
of Zinovieff, Stalin and Kameneff on the other. 
Naturally, the adversaries of the one side in 
this quarrel tend to group themselves under the 
‘eadership of the other, and out of this split, 
which on the surface may be only one of theory 
and doctrine, there may develop a clash which 
will dominate the entire situation in Com- 
munist Russia. It is, therefore, well worth 
‘ watching. 
Another fact that may be observed as his- 
torically established is the apotheosis of Lenine, 
so that whoever is going to exercise executive 
power in Communistic Russia must do it in his 
name. He must convince the masses that he 
is true possessor of the fallen mantle, the true 
interpreter of his will. This is the significance 
of the superficially innocuous-looking passages 
in Trotzky’s recent book, which caused such a 
stir in Moscow. In the form of an historical 
retrospect, they attempted to demonstrate that 
it was their author, and not Messrs. Zinovieff, 
Stalin and Kamaneff, who in 1917 accepted the 
Lenine leadership in the matter of taking im- 
mediate control of the executive power through 
the November revolution. Those who today 
speak so confidently in the name of Lenine, 
these passages pointed out, at that time hesi- 
tated and favored temporization and compro- 
mise. And if Trotzky was the true prophet of 
Lenine then, the inference inevitably occurs, 
is he not the one most likely to enunciate his 
true policies now? 

Concretely speaking, this divergence means 
that while the triumvirate insists on the immi- 
nence of a world revolution, after which the 
iussian Nation will emerge as the guide of 
inankind,.thus fulfilling the Messiah réle so 
dear to the mystic Russian thought, Trotzky 
reads the signs of the times differently and 
warns that such an upheaval is vet far distant. 
The Tise of such men as Ramsay- MacDonald 
in England and Edouard Herriot in France the 
“Little Lenines” of Moscow compare to the 
short rule of Kerensky in Russia, and from 
that argue that the real revolution. with its 
proletarian triumph, cannot be far off. This 
analogy Trotzky calls false, charging his adver- 
saries with failure to take into account an im- 
portant consideration. He thinks that American 
capitalism is destined to rule the world for a 
long time, acting in concert with purely “re- 
formist” social-democratic governments in 
Murope. The natural deduction is, of course, 
that the Russians must make terms with this 
force, and, truth to tell, Trotzky’s .reputation 
seems to be growing in the West. 


Almost twenty-one years ago, in 1904. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent to the Senate of the United 
States for ratification a 

y) treaty providing that the 

Republic of Cuba be 
sranted full sovereignty 
over the Isle of Pines. 
The island, which is 
about the size of the

states under the terms of the Treaty of Paris, 
which brought to formal conclusion the war be- 


tween that country and Spain. It is situated, as 
all those who have been interested in the matter 
will recall, south of the western part of Cuba, 
and about thirty-eight miles distant from that 
island. The total population of the Isle of Pines 
is about 4300, of whom some 3000 are Cubans. 
and 30€ are Americans. 

Repeated efforts have been made in the Senate 
to ratify this treaty. The matter is again being 
pressed under the sponsorship of Senator Swan- 
son of Virginia. ranking Democrat of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. It is stated in Washing- 
ton that both President Coolidge and Secretary 
Hughes favor ratification, while such action is 
opposed by Senator Borah, chairman of ‘hat 
committee, and Senator Ralston of Indiana. The 
latter admits that his opposition is interposed in 
behalf of many residents of his State who haye 
invested in properties or industries in the island. 
\s a result of this division it is intimated that 
any serious effort to force ratification will be 
met bv a filibuster which will delay consideration 
of the vending agricultural relief bills and other 
important legislation. 

Whatever doubt may at one time have existed 
as to the technical right of the United States to 
assert ownership and sovereignty over the island 


seems to have been dissipated. Any reasonable 
interpretation of the terms of the Treaty of 
Paris, it is now quite generally agreed, fixes the 
status of the Isle of Pines on the same basis as 
that of Porto Rico and the Philippines. After 
fixing the status of Cuba and providing for the 
temporary occupation of that island by the 
United States, the treaty, by Articles II and III, 
specifically states: 

Spain cedes to the United States the Island of Porto 
Rico and other islands now under Spanish sovereignty 
in the West Indies, and the Island of Guam, in the 
Marianes or Ladrones. 

Spain cedes to the United States the archipelago 
known as the Philippine Islands and comprehending the 
islands lying within the following lines, etc. 


No forced construction of this language 1s 
necessary, according to the opponents of the 
pending treaty, to show the clear intent. In the 
case of Cuba, it is pointed out, the act contem- 
plated in the original treaty was one of mere 
relinguishment of sovereignty, with temporary 
occupation by the United States specifically in- 
dicated, while in the case of the other Spanish 
possessions an unequivocal cession of territory 
is involved. 

Thus the issue is joined, just as it has existed 
for more than twenty years. But it is important 
to remember that, even admitting the uncon- 
tested right of ownership and sovereignty in the 
island by the United States, the treaty now 
pending expressly acknowledges the passing of 
what was at that time regarded as a sufficient 
consideration. The bargain which the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State believe should be 
ratified was not entirely one-sided. It may 
reasonably be insisted that it is not the intent 
to present the island to Cuba as a free gift. 
Article II of the treaty now before the Senate 
states: 

This relinquishment, on the part of the tnited States 
of America, of claim of title to said Isle of Pines, is in 
consideration of the grants of coaling and naval stations 
heretofore made to the United States of America by the 
Republic of Cuba. a 

It may be quite convincingly argued that this 
language expresses, in the language of the law, 
value received, a passing of due consideration, a 
full and complete “meeting of the minds.” Thus 
regarded it may be doubted that the right re- 
mains to revoke an agreement that appears to 
have been regularly and solemnly entered into, 
Can a reasonable claim of vested sovereignty be 
interposed by those who insist that the people, 
rather than the treaty-making power, must 
agree to a formal relinquishment? 

The question of augmenting skilled labor in 
the building trade in Great Britain has re- 
| mained somewhat in the 
air since the defeat of 
the Labor Government. 
One of the most im- 
portant parts of the

Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain, who is now the responsible minister, has 
not defined his attitude to the Wheatley Act 
very clearly. He has suggested that, if it is 
given rope enough, it will hang itself. It is 
understood, nevertheless, that he is willing to 
adopt those provisions in the scheme which 
provide for the establishment of joint commit- 
tees of employers and operatives to devise ways 
and means of increasing the labor supply. 

Consequently these committees have con- 
tinued their work, and the first results are now 
being made known. The national committee 
arrived at an agreement on a broad foundation 
based on the assumption that an extension of 
the apprenticeship system is the only sound 
method of augmenting skilled labor, and that 
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to attract more youths into the trade wages |. 


must be made attractive. 

The district joint committees are being left to 
work out their own details in accordance with 
local circumstances, and this task has been ac- 
complished at Birmingham and Manchester. 
The Manchester scheme is regarded as the one 
which will probably serve as a model to most 
other urban districts. It provides first that the 
joint committee of employers and operatives 
shall be responsible for enrolling and training 
the apprentices. The normal age of admission 
will be from 14 to 16, but in order to meet the 
first emergency demand young men will be 
admitted at an older age on special terms. 

The wages of the youths will range from 
about 12 per cent of the adult craftsman’s wage 
at 14 to 75 per cent at 20!4, the full wage being 
payable at 21. A fixed increase will be given 
each six months between 14 and 20!.. These 
vouths will be required to attend day continua- 
tion schools for one or two days a week, during 
the first two or three years, for the purpose 
of craft training. 

A second comniittee is to be set up to regulate 
and provide facilities for this training. It will] 
consist of representatives of the employers, 
operatives, the education committee, and the 
municipal housing committee. Thus all the 
bodies interested will be brought together in 
a co-operative effort, not only to increase the 
labor supply, but to revive the old ideal and 
sense of craftsmanship. Councilor Miles 
Mitchell, who has worked strenuously to secure 
the incorporation of these ideas in the scheme, 
has argued that the whole housing problem 
should be regarded not only from an economic, 
but from a social and human, standpoint. He 
suggests that the youths who are to be brought 
into the industry have rights which the com- 
munity should concede, and that in training 
them everything possible should be done to 
produce not only good craftsmen but good citi- 
zens as well. 

The number of apprentices to be enrolled 
under the scheme will depend on several factors. 
It is expected that the housing committee will 
irv to give a guarantee that so many houses a 
vear will be required over a given period. Then 
the employers will estimate as far as possible 
the amount of commercial building they may 
be called on to undertake. The labor require- 
ments can then be worked out, and it is sug- 
gested that the scheme should be sufficiently 


elastic to allow the housebuilding to be varied 
according to the fluctuations in commercial 
building, so that the whole of the workers may 
be kept fully employed. 

In the long run, however, the success or 
failure of the scheme will depend on the at- 
titude of the Government. If a desire is shown 
to guarantee continuity of employment and to 
give reasonable safeguards, both employers and 
operatives will arrange for the admission of 
new apprentices, and for the intensification of 
their training on a big enough scale to meet 
the housing program. If these guarantees can- 
not be obtained there may be brought to pass 
a drift back to a state of indifference and 
recrimination.

art education in the public schools. This is per- 
haps a national expression of a general move- 
ment throughout the United States to foster an 
appreciation and understanding of beauty in 
all walks of society, which has been so ably 
developed in New York City by the activities of 
the School Art League during the past fourteen 
vears. 

While the beneficial effects of the School 
Art League are felt in various ways and de- 
grees, its principal achievement is the award- 
ing each year of industrial art scholarships, 
each of which enables a talented boy or girl 
vraduate of a city high school to have one 
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- year’s free training at a professional art school. 


Thus during 1924 thirty chosen pupils were 
given a highly desirable opportunity to make a 
further test of their natural abilities and to 
prove if their way in the world was to lie in the 
field of art. Sixteen of the thirty-one city high 
schools have graduates in this group, which 
totals‘to date nearly 250. Many of these young 
students have been put on their feet and led 
to posts of consequence in the world of the ap- 
plied arts. In some cases the salaries have gone 
high into the thousands. 

Without this thoughtful combing of the ranks 
in the schools for talented students and without 
this timely aid in leaving them free to make 
their declaration for an artistic calling, they 
would drift along with the crowd of untrained 
workers and disappear in the great army of 
small job employees. They would have had no 
opportunity to express themselves in terms of 
beauty and art. So great is the appreciation of 
this fact by the students who have already been 
helped to make good that they in turn raise 
funds for several scholarships each year. 

Nearly 19,000 children and teachers were 
helped during 1925-24 by the School Art League, 
and there are over 4000 paying members, 
contributing from a dime to a hundred dollars. 
In over 300 workshops in the elementary 
schools there are medals of merit distributed 
among the boys and girls. Drawing classes are 
maintained and the School Art League co- 
operates with the various local museums, art 
schools, and art societies in furthering this 
splendid selective patronage of individual ar- 
tistic merit in the schools. As the Nationai 
Commission on Art Education brought out in 
its Chicago conference, any real general art 
education in the country must take its origin 
in the public schools of the Nation. 


Editorial Notes 


It was a somewhat picturesque phrasing 
which Herbert Bayard Swope of the New York 
World used before the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors assembled in Washington 
when he defined the scope of journalism as 
“Life reflected in ink.” When, however. he 
added to this word picture the conclusion that, 
therefore, it “must partake of the ugliness as 
well as the beauty,” there is decided question 
as to whether the sentiment expressed repre- 
sents the full truth. The definition was brought 
out during the discussion as to whether or not 
crime news should be published, one speaker 
declaring that “expression can never be so 
bad, for the individual or group, as suppres- 
sion.” But a_ proper sifting of news to 
present the constructive phases of the world’s 
activities, and not merely to pander to the 
questionable emotions of mankind, is not sup- 
pression. It simply implies wisdom actuated 
by high ideals. The question that really should 
be considered is, Has anyone ever been im- 
proved morally, or in any other way, by read- 
ing the details of sordid crimes so gloating!y 
presented in the great majority of the news- 
papers of the world? 

in his announcement of plans for radiocast- 
ing the progress of the forthcoming total 
eclipse of the sun and describing its appearance 
above the clouds from airplanes, Maj. William 
N. Hensely Jr., commanding officer of Mitchei 
Field. New York, gave a hint of the manner in 
which, it may be expected, such phenomena will 
be generally observed in the future. Heretofore 
the success of experiments associated with total 
eclipses of the sun have been almost entirely 


dependent upon weather conditions. From now 


onward in an increasing degree the airplane 
should enable such observations to be made 
under ideal conditions and entirely independent 
of the clouds in the sky. Thus one more of 
the shackles of mortal limitation is being over- 
come by an enlarged understanding of natural 
forces. While, of course, human wisdom can 
never attain to a knowledge of Truth, vet 
mortals, jn just such ways as these, are grad- 
ually gaining an appreciation of the real man’s 
dominion over all the earth. 


The Lost Republic of Indian Stream 


Out of the reminiscences of Charles D. Parker who, 
for 71 years has lived in River Falls, Wis., has come fresh 
recital of the story of the Lost Republic of Indian Stream 
in New Hampshire. This republic was set up by Mr. 
Parker's father, Luther Parker, nearly 100 years ago, 
when the United States and Canada fell into dispute over 
possession of a strip of land occupying the site which is 
now known as Pittsburg, -N. H., and which is the largest, 
territorially, and the farthest north, geographically, 
among tne municipalities of New Hampshire. 

Probably Mr. Parker is the only remaining individual 
who looked on at the conflict between the New Hampshire 
state militia and the inhabitants of the little community 
out of which the fires of romance were woven because 
of the stubborn determination of a handful of men to pre- 
serve their littie settlement as an independent nation, 
Owing allegiance neither to the United States nor to 
Great Britain. 

Summarily the dispute assumed grave proportions, 
partivy because of the hardihood and the tenacity of the 
few settlers at Indian Stream, some of whom preferred 
to belong to Canada and others to the United States but 
none, it appears, wished to belong to New Hampshire. 

The story of the Indian Stream Republic is one little 
known in the obvious historic legends of the country, 
but. it must be counted among the most extraordinary 
incidents in the history of the Western world. The-dis- 
pute which finally precipitated the strife between the 
United States and Canada was founded on the establish- 
ment of the boundary line between New Hampshire and 
the Canadian Province of Quebec. 

The dispute lasted from the time of the Treaty of 
Paris, in 1783, to the time of the Ashburton Treaty in 
1842, and it all centered around the territory known then 
as Indian Stream, called so after the river which flows 
through the section and which is one of the three rivers 
combining to make the Connecticut River. The territory 
included about 160,000 acres. 
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before the Revolution, the St. Francis tribe of Indians 
claimed ownership over Indian Stream, and only a few 
hardy and adventurous pioneers made bold to enter. At 
the close of the war, the American Government sent a 
surveyor, Col. Jeremiah Eames, to fix the Canadian bound- 
ary, and the same year that he performed this survey, 
in 1789, a party of settlers went there to hunt, fish and 
explore. They intended to remain, but the winter was so 
severe that they withdrew. 

In 1796 three New Hampshire men secured from Chief 
Philip of the St. Francis tribe a deed to the entire terri 
tory, the principal consideration given by the white men 
being a pledge to supply the chief and his squaw with 
clothing and provisions as long as they lived, and a 
promise that all the Indians in the tribe should be per- 
mitted to fish and hunt there. This deed was the basis 
of subsequent sales of real estate until 1824, when the 
New Hampshire Legislature voted to disallow the deed. 
But before this was done, the three original purchasers 
had “cleaned up” by selling off parcels of the land for 
$3,000 or $4,000 each, and some of the purchasers moved 
in and settled the fertile lands. 

These early settlers set up local self-government, and 
no other government paid much attention until 1824, 
when a special commission appointed by the New Hamp- 
shire Legislature went there and found a population of 
’R85 settlers, whom it declared to be under the jurisdic- 
tion of New Hampshire. This decision did not meet with 
favor among the inhabitants, however. 

Great Britain, meanwhile, pressed its controversy 
over the boundary, and the matter was submitted to the 
King of the Netherlands as arbiter. 
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In 1827 the latter decided that the territory belonged 
to Canada, but the United States did not accept his de- 
cision. Canada acted upon the decision by immediately 
attempting to enforce military service in the King’s army 
upon the Indian Stream territory, and this met with such 
antagonism that sentiment demanded the establishment 
of an independent nation owing allegiance to neither the 
Lnited States nor Great Britain. 

On June 11, 1832, such a nation was decided upon and 
a committee of five, of whom this Luther Parker was a 
member, was elected to draw up a constitutional form of 
government. On July 9 following, the committee reported 
in favor of a republic and submitted a form of constitu- 
tion which was adopted by the people by a vote of 56 to 3. 
This constitution was a remarkable document, consisting 
of a preamble, bill of rights and form of government, 
patterned somewhat after the present constitution of 
New Hampshire, which has been in effect since 1784, but 
containing a few striking features different from those 
of anv other American constitution. 

The supreme legislative power was vested in an 
assembly, made up of all the male inhabitants over twen- 
ty-one years old, and a council consisting of five mem- 
bers elected by popular vote. Mr. Parker was a member 
of the first council elected, and by the council was later 
designated the “president of the republic.” An army 
was established, a supreme court and, in fact, nearly 
all the important branches of the United States Govern- 
ment were imitated on a miniature in this inde- 
pendent republic of less than 300 inhabitants, 

One feature of the government was this. At the an- 
nual election, the speaker of the assembly was required 
to put this question to all members of the assembly, 
whether any change was desired in the constitution. The 
roll was then called, and if the vote was in the affirma- 
tive, the assembly established a constitutfonal convention 
which submitted amendments to the constitution, and 
these amendments were effective on ratification by two- 
thirds vote of the people. 
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process of constitutional amendment con- 
in the New Hampshire constitution, with 
which the feuuders of the Indiun lblic were 
familiar. and hy which it has been found almost impos- 
sible, during the period of the last 140 years, to secure 
amendments to the constitution intricate 
requirements for their submission and adoption. 

The new republic worked satisfactorily for a time, 
but New Hampshire refused to recognize it, and her 
officials attempted to serve writs on the inhabitants of 
indian Stream. The officials of Indian Stream appealed 
to the United States for relief against New Hampshire, 
and agreed to be a part of the United States Republic 
provided they did not have to be a part of New Hamp- 
shire. The Attorney-General of the United States replied: 
“If vou are within the limits of the United States, as has 
always been maintained by this Government, it is be- 
cause vou are wi.hin the limits of the State of New 
Hampshire.” 

To this the Indian Stream Republic objected. and 
60 of the 75 voters in the republic sent a petition to the 
Governor of Lower Canada for relief and protection 
against invasions by New Hampshire. Soon the inhabi- 
tants divided into three factions, the sympathizers with 
Canada, che “New Hampshire Boys” and those who stood 
by the icdependcnt republic idea. 

The dispute rapidly advanced to the stage of violence. 
New Hampshire sheriffs made arrests in Indian Stream, 
and the repubiticans sometimes rescued the people who 
were arrested. Canadian authorities also invaded the 
republic and there were a few open combats, in which 
sabers were waved and pisto!s fired. A number were 
wounded on both sides. 
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The New Hampshire militia marched into Indian 
Stream under command of Capt. James Mooney and re- 
stored order and brought the people into subjection. Mr. 
Parker was discouraged at the one-sided struggle of a 
handful of untrained frontiersmen against a great State, 
and he fled with his family to Wisconsin. His son, Charles 
Parker, recalls the days of Indian Stream conflict when 
as a boy he helped to load the muskets for the guerrilla 
fighting that went on. 

Lord Gosford, Governor of Lower Canada, made vigor- 
ous complaints of the proceedings in Indian Stream and 
Charles Parker is said to have warned his father. on one 
occasion, of the approach of the King’s men to arrest him. 

Hostilities continued after the Parkers fled, however, 
and it wus not until 1836 that the militia of New Hamp- 
shire, backed up by a state commission, convinced the 
inhabitants that it would be for their interest to acknow!l- 
edge the supremacy of New Hampshire and surrender 
their independent “Yankee Republic.” One of the three 
commissioners was Ralph Metcalf, subsequently the only 
“Know Nothing’’ Governor of New Hampshire, and an- 
other was John P. Hale, later the Free Soil nominee for 
President of the United Siates. 

The show of force brought about acquiescence by the 
Indian Stream people so that they brought their republic 
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to a close and came under the sovereignty of New Hamp- 
shire by a series of resolutions adopted by the republic 
and published in the newspapers of Concord, the capital 
of New Hampshire. When the republic fell, the troops 
were withdrawn and tranquillity was stored. 
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In 1840 the name of the place was changed to Pitts- 
burg and two years later the Ashburton Treaty definitely 
established the boundary line hetween New Hampshire 
and Canada. Hardly a trace remains today of the one- 
time independent nation which was probably the smallest 
republic ever established, at least on the Western Heit- 
sphere. 

The Parkers prospered in the middle west. In 185% 
Charles Parker and his bride arrived in River Falls on a 
sidewhee': steamboat and have lived there ever since. He 
became as prominent politically in Wisconsin as his 
father had been in Indian Stream. He served in both 
branches of the Legislature and then was elected Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and became acting Governor. He was 
for twelve years a member of the State Board of Control 


and was a regent of the University of Wisconsin. 


It is rarely that Indian Stream is referred to in recent 
years, and some comprehensive histories of the United 
States contain no account of it. About ten years ago, 
however, the representative to the New Hampshire Legis- 
lature from Pittsburg, during a debate upon some mat- 
ter of fish and game legislation, called the attention of 
the Legislature to the historical fact that his section 
of the country bad once set up an independent nation ani 
urged that, if its wishes were disregarded, it might be 
disposed to do so again.

“Frances War Debt to America”

To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

I have read with interest the letters of “An Interested 
Party,” and “J. P.” printed in your paper recently, under 
the caption, “France's War Debt to America.’ May I 
offer a few words of comment? 

The Golden Rule has become a favorite quotation for 
those who approve of the cancellation of France's war 
debt to America. The human mind is prone to quote 
Scripture whenever it will serve its own purpose. But 
it one is going to base his arguments in favor of cancel- 
lation simply on one or more texts from Hioly Writ, may 
we who are not in favor of this cancellation, also find 
verses from the same source to strengthen our convic- 
tions? 

When Elisha multiplied the oil of the widow whose 
tWo sons were to be taken for bondmen, did he not make 
this demonstration for the express purpose that she 
might pay her debt? instead of going to her creditor and 
begging for its cancellation on the basis of some rule 
in the Mosaic law or elsewhere. And Paul, that stanch 
defender of the law of Love, did he not assert that one 
of the specific obligations of this greatest of all laws,

let uS suppose that the war which broke out in 1914 
had been a conflict between America and Japan, instead 
of France and Germany. And let us further assume that 
the United States had borrowed from her European Allies 
some billions of money to finance this conflict. Would 
these Allies now be so eager to grant us cancellation of 
this sum, as they imagine we ought to be? 

Two wars have been fought on this continent for human 
liberty and rights. In both ©! them, the struggling youn 
nation of a New World incurred foreign debts. But no 
European country ever offered to cancel them. I believe 
the United States paid both to the last farthing, and 
would be expected to do so again, if any untoward cir- 
cumstance forced it to take up arms. 

On the basis of the famous Fourteen Points, America 
was willing to end the war. Yet as “J. P.” points on, 
these were completely repudiated at the Peace Confer- 
ence. If the United States is to be as magnanimous as 
to cancel the amounts due it from the Allies, might it 
not have hoped that they could arrive at a lasting peace 
on the basis of the Golden Rule, which ha® other applica- 
tions of vast import, besides that of cancellation of debts”
